"The priority now Is just to 
amass à pool of names and 
addresses," said Harris. 

"The plan Is to revitalize the 
Selective Service to Increase 
the country’s readiness," he 
said. 

"Now we're trying to get this 
sleepy nation on Its feet." 



RAEU aims to help student associations

Because student assoclat- 
tlons at-l'UQAM, l'Université

.term. 

I The 10 member associat- 
ions, gathered for RAEU’8 XVth 



Council of Representatives, 
voted unanimously to have a 
permanent committee on the 
issue. The 10 Quebec univer- 
sities also agreed on a decla- 
ration of principle denouncing 
the universities’ administrat- 
ions’ policies and decided to 
hold a press conference today 
to Inform the general public 
about the subject. 

In addition, the university 
associations wlll each send a 
telegram to the Quebec Mini- 
stry of Education on February 
11th and Issue a common 



tract. Then on February 26, 
each one -will pressure Its 
respective administration In 
its own manner, either letters, 
demonstrations, or occupa- 
tions. 

In other matters, the RAEU 
Councllof Representatives Is 
planning a coherent response 
to Commission d’Etudes des 
Universitaires’ (CEU) last two 
volumes concerning students 
and associations.

Uof T keeps money in South Africa 



TORONTO (CUP) - The 
{University of Toronto has 
confirmed that It has Invested 
$2.5 million In banks and 
corporations operating In 
South Africa. 

Alex' Rankin, U of T vice- 
president for business affairs, 
1 iast week verified the accuracy 
of a United Nations report 
'Which stated the university had 
jarge Investments In the stocks 
land banks and corporations 
Who are lending money to 
South Africa or directly In- 
vesting In the country, 
jj The UN report, presented to 
the UN special commmittee 
against apartheid last fall, 
stated that U of T Invests In the 
Bank of Montreal, the Canadian 
Imperial Bank of Commerce, 
the Royal Bank and the Toronto 
Dominion Bank. These banks

lent $645 million to South 
Africa between 1972 and 1978. 

Rankin said the university Is 
not* giving any thought to 
divesting Itself of shares In the 
banks and< corporations despite 
pressure from antl-apartheld 
groups and divestment moves 
by some universities In Canada. 

"Many commpanles have 
invested In South Africa, and it 
Is perfectly stupid not to Invest 
In them," said Rankin. 

Large banks and companies 
such as Massey-Ferguson, 
Coca-Cola and Alcan Invest, In 
South Africa “hot because they 
support apartheid, according to 
Rankin, but because "they 
naturally Invest in their best 
(financial) Interests." 

There have been successful 
divestment campaigns In 
Canada and the USA, Including 



those at - the University of 
Winnipeg and Dawson College 
in Montreal, and Harvard, Yale 
and Columbia universities In 
the United States. 

At the University of Toronto 
the most active divestment 
group is the Toronto Com- 
mittee for the Liberation of 
South Africa, which Is con- 
ducting a divestment campaign 
In Ontario this spring. 

The Issue has not been a big 
one so far at the university. 
Student president David Jones 
said the student union would 
be Interested in looking at the 
divestment question.. "If It 
could be shown what alterna- 
tive the university could take 
‘(to Investing In the , four major 
banks), we would be willing to 
bring the Issue before govom- 
j Ing council." 



presently working on the mat- 
ter. 

The Council, however, dec- 
ided to postpone what was 
suppposed to have been this 
weekend’s core discussion, 
the voting and adoption of the 
association’s structures, 
rules and statutes. These will 
be studied in a special Council 
of Representatives on struc- 
tures next weekend at Trois- 
Rivières. 

Meanwhile RAEU is prepar- 
ing for the referenda camp- 
aigns on membership at 
I’UQAC (Chicoutimi) this week 
and at Concordia In mid-Feb- 
ruary. Students will be asked 
whether they would prefer 
RAEU or ANEQ as their 
national representative. 



For eligible American stu- 
dents studying In Canada, this 
would mean registering 
through an American consular 
office. Harris said there will 
probably not be a student 
deferment for registration 
since this was removed from 
the law In 1970. 

American students at Mc- 
Gill expressed nervousness at 
the proposed registration. 

"I’m 20 years old," said one 
American, "but I’m In no way 
prepared to go off and fight a 
war." 

The post-Vietnam generat- 
ion also seems to be more 
concerned about the justific- 
ations for a war. Said one' 
student: “With the world sit- 
uation as It stands, I think 
registration Is justified but not 
a draft. I'd have to have a 
pretty good cause to go out 
and face death.” 

Though American women at 
McGill are not feeling the 
same degree of anxiety, some 
are giving It thought. 

"I think men and women 
should be equals- even In the 
draft If it comes to that,” said 
one female student. "But I'd 
oppose being drafted as a 
person." 

“It’s not our battle," said 
another woman. "All of the 
officers and decision makers 
are man, so women would only 
be fighting someone else’s. 
war. Then that's the case with 
most of the men fighting too." 

Some students said they 
would not honora draft regard- 
less and consider staying in 
Canada Illegally or applying 
for citizenship. Said one Am- 
lean : "If there was a draft right 
now, I’d stay In Canada and go 
to grad school." 



1000 plus sign petition 



More than 1,000 McGill 
students have signed the 
External Affairs committee 
on South Africa's petition 
against the university's hold- 
ings In the apartheid regime. 

. The petition, which has 
been circulating for two. 
weeks, will be presented to a 
committee of the Board of 
Governors in mid-February. 
The divestment proposal has 
received the unanimous 
backing of Students' Council. 

'The petition has received 
support from all areas of 



campus," said. Committee 
Chairperson Rick Boudreau. 

"We would like to get at 
least 6,000 signatures on the 
petition. It's a lofty Ideal, but 
we feel the support Is there. 
Council Is united on this one, 
'which I think Is a clear 
Indication of growing student 
awareoess," said Boudreau. 

The petition can be signed 
at the Students' Society 
office or at information tab- 
les which will be set up at 
various locations on campus 
this week.

UQAM students get ol 
the next step is money

After a three-week occupa- 
tion ot the Hubert-Aquln buil- 
ding, the Association Géné- 
rale des Etudiants de l'UQAM 
(AGEUQAM) has finally been 
given office space on the new 
campus. 

AGEUQAM began Its occ- 
upation January 8 In an effort 
to gain recognition from the 
administration as the official 
student association on cam- 
pus, financial autonomy and 
office space. 

The office space has been 
allocated to the association 
by the Arts Faculty (Sciences 
Humaines) up to the end of 
April. 

'The administration did not 
allocate the office; the coor- 
dinating committee of thé Arts 
faculty did. They voted almost 
unanimously to grant us one. 
We owe that to modular 
associations who actively 
supported us all the way 
through," AGEUQAM secre- 
tary-general Jean-Marie VÔ- 
zlna told the Dally. 

Negotiations with adminis- 
tration are, however, not over. 
The’Btudents' association pro- 
posed just last week a finan- 
cing scheme for AGEUQAM. 
The plan, which calls fora five 
dollar per term mandatory fee 
for every student registered In 
the university, wlll.be present- 
ed to the administration after 
students' approval. 

The amount received 
($200,000) would be divided as 
follows: 40 per cent to modu- 
lar associations and the rem- 
aining 60 per cent to AGE- 



UQAM so that It can provide 
services such as printing, 
book cooperatives, etc. 

Up to now, the 20 modular 
associations that have stud- 
ied the proposals have favour- 
ed it. RAEU and ANEQ, the two 
national student associations, 
also support AGEUQAM. 

Vézlna thinks the UQAM 
fight will set precedents for 
other university associations 
facing recognition and finance 
ing problems such as the 
Regroupement des Etudiants 
de Premier Cycle (REP) at 
Laval and the Fédération des 
Associations Etudiantes du 
Campus de PU de M (FAECUM) 



at PU de M. 

AGEUQAM will hold a gene- 
ral assembly tomorrow night 
to consult students on its 
financing scheme and see 
which means of action to 
adopt to pressure the admini- 
stration. 

Vézlna said the upcoming 
negotiations might turn out to 
be a harsh fight with the 
administration. The adminis- 
tration refuses to recognize 
the methods AGEUQAM uses 
to get student approval; it 
wants a simple majority vote 
on the Issue but with a third of 
registered students at univer- 
sity voting yes.

The Society has not finalized 
plans for an organizational 
structure for the conference, 
but the proposal approved by 
Council last week called for an 
organizational committee 
composed of members from 
the Society’s Executive 
Committee, staff and students 
at large. 

•According to MacBaln, the 
McGill Society will not lose 
money on the event. 

"Financing will be done 
mainly through the students' 
society of each university, 
and the event will be self- 
financing," said MacBaln. "As 
well, we will be seeking 
donations from secondary 
sources, such as the govern- 
ment, business and labour 
sectors." 

McGill students will be able 
to participate in some of the 
events, but seminar attendance 
will probably be limited to . 
conference delegates. 

"It will have more of an 
academic flavour, as opposed 
to a conference on student 
Issues," said MacBaln., 
"Hopefully,, some resolutions 
will be presented that will be 
adopted by the group- as a 
whole and then presented to 
the relevant bodies." , 

Although the proposal 
received less than five minutes 
of debate, MacBaln considers 
the conference to be "the most 
Important accomplishment" of 
this year's Council. 

"We are planting seeds for 
probably the biggest event of 
1980-81 for the Society," he 
said. 



A petition is presently being circulated by the External 
Affairs Committee on South Africa calllna for McGill's 
Board of Governors to divest all university holdings in 
corporations and banks In, or extending loans to, 
South Africa. An Identical motion Is now before the Board, 
having being submitted with the unanimous backing of 
Students' Council. - 

Last semester, repeated inquiries by the Committee led 
to the disclosure that McGill University holds over $8 
million In common shares In companies such as IBM, 
Shell Oil and 3M, which operate in South Africa, and In the 
five- major banks, which extend loans to the apartheid 
regime. Thus, McGill University accounts fora part, albeit 
small, of the foreign capital keeping the South African 
economy afloat. 

The history and the present policies of the South African 
government are notorious. Repressive legislation taints 
virtually every aspect of black South Africans’ lives, from 
civil rights to the most basic human relations. The 
Immense force of cheap black labour along with the 
country’s tremendous natural wealth provide the white 
minority with one of the highest standards of living in the 
world. 

With Its severe political repression, the South African 
government has rejected the peaceful road to change. 
However, the country depends heavily on foreign support 
to maintain the status quo. According to the Task Force on 
the Churches and Corporate Responsibility: “South Africa 
Is attempting to survive its present political and economic 
crisis by relying upon massive borrowing abroad combined 
with Increasing levels of repression at home." The 
withdrawal of such investments then represents an 
effective means of pressing for reforms.' 

As students at McGill, we must ask ourselves what 
place our university has investing In such a country. The 
university Is, after all, a publicly-funded institution relying 
on government subsidies and our student fees to provide 
us with a higher education, ts It therefore too much to ask 
that the university be responsive to the wishes of the 
community It serves? 

Surely not— yet at the University of Guelph last spring, 
and more recently at the University of Toronto, similar 
student requests for more responsible Investment policy 
were unilaterally rejected by university governors. The 
rationale offered In both cases was that maximization of 
revenues must be the sole consideration of Investment 
policy. So it Is ^'business as usual” with racist and 
repressive regimes. 

It Is therefore imperative that McGill students speak 
with a strong and unified voice on the Issue of university 
investments in South Africa. We must make clear our 
desire for a more socially responsible Investment policy 
so that theBoard of governors Is not permitted the luxury of 
rejecting divestment without consciously and willingly 
violating the wishes of the McGill community. Sign the 
petition and add your vote.

constitution for the newspap- 
er. 

The constitution defines the 
Daily's purpose and objectives 
and sets out Its editorial and 
decision-making structures. 
Staff democracy Is stressed in 
the document. . 

Debate on the new constitu- 
tion centered on article two of 
the proposed draft, which 
called for the newspaper to 
define Its "major object" as 
acting as an "agent of social 
change." 

A protracted discussion 
produced a compromise word- 
ing defining the newspaper's 



role. Its obligation is to 
"present university, local, nat- 
ional and International news 
fairly, and Interpret Ideals and 
events to the best of Its 
ability, as Is necessary to 
fulfill Its primary role as an 
agent of social change." . 

Other sections of the const- 
itution' define how students 
can become members of the 
newspaper's staff which Is 
essentially by contributing to 
It and how the newspaper's 
editorial board shall be struc- 
tured. 

A new body, a "priorities 
and planning committee", Is 
created to oversee the news- 
paper's Institutional affairs, 
Including Its business oper- 
ations.
